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RULE FIGHT DROPPED>? 

Raymond Clapper, well-known 
political commentator, who has 
been in New York since the Cleve- 
land convention, watching the trend 
of democratic affairs, says in his dis- 
patch of Thursday night, published 
in The Constitution Friday:

NAME A MISNOMER. 
It is only fair to state that the 


so-called ‘‘farmer-labor party,” 
which has just concluded its na- 
tional convention in St. Paul by. the 
nomination of an avowed commu- 
nist for president and the adoption 
‘of a soviet platform—scarlet in its 
garb of red—is not representative 
of either the great farm or labor 
elements in this country. 


It contained in its convention 
personnel but’a handful of actual 
farmers and they came from the 
red-infested, alien-inhabited north- 
west, where sovietism in this coun- 
try has gotten its only hold—where 
radicalism is a political stock in 
trade and the farmer, too often, 
made the victim of the red politi- 
cian’s selfish appeals to prejudices 
and passions. 

As to the “labor’’ element, with 
a few exceptions the ‘“‘party’’ is 
composed of men who are trying 
most despefately to live without 
Jabor. And the exceptions are gen- 
erally men who are seeking personal 
aggrandizement. 

The candidate for president was 
a former president of the United 
Mine Workers of Illinois, but now 
he is a red politician, nothing more 
nor less. 

The platform adopted is almost 
a reproduction of the articles of 
faith of Russian sovietism—infinite- 
ly more radical than the American 
quality of socialism, which is about 
the most radical socialism on earth. 

It is not surprising, therefore, 
that it includes such planks as one 
advocating a federal minimum wage 
law, another recognizing the soviet 
government of Russia, another for 
compensation to the unemployed, 
thereby putting a government pre- 
mium_on idleness, etc. 
of any rate the great majority of

The jury verdict of “guilty with 
recommendation” in the case of Frank 
McDowell, formerly of Decatur, tried 
in Florida for the murder of his father 
and mother, is disappointing. 

According to officers, the young 
man not only confessed to the killing 
of his parents, but to the killing of 
his two sisters,one year to a day 
preceding the later crime. 

_ The sisters were killed in Decatur; 
the parents at St. Petersburg. Frank 
McDowell was not a boy when these 
crimes were committed, in the sense 
that he was too young to know right 
from wrong, or to be fully amenable 
to the law for any violation of the law. 

To that end he is either a murderer, 
in the extreme criminal sense; or, by 
reason of a diseased mind, he is a 
lunatic who ought to be confined in 
an institution for the insane. 

To say that he is guilty of murder, 
either with: or without recommenda- 
tion, is to say that he is mentally 
sound—that is, that he is not crazy 
—and to couple a verdict of “suilty 
of murder” with a recommendation to 
mercy can only be regarded as a mis- 
carriage of justice so long as death 
| is the extreme penalty for such a 
| crime. 

Certainly there was no provocation 
and no extenuating circumstance con- 
nected with the crime if the perpe- 
trator of it was mentally capacitated 
to grasp its significance, 

He showed no mercy to those who 
had brought him into the world, lov- 
ed, pampered and. indulged him.

The fact is there is too much—far 
too much—maudlin sentiment attach- 
ed to crime, and too much hero ex- 
ploitation of criminals, especially of 
the youngsters who have a winning 
smile and a fetching play of intellec- 
tuality.

' Providence, R. I., June 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The senate 
ship of state, long stranded upon the 
rocks of deadlock, lost over half its 
crew today, due to the explosion of a 
poison gas bemb in the senate cham- 


ber yesterday. All those. affected had 
recovered, but 21 of the 22 republican 
members stayed away, and the demo- 
crats, hampered by the absence of a 
quorum, came together only to assail 
their republican colleagues and to de- 
clare a recess until next Tuesday. 

Fifteen of the republicans were ar- 
rested yesterday by High Sheriff 
Jonathan Andrews when they had 
refused to resume their seats at the 
request of Lieutenant Governor Felix 
A. Toupin, democratic president of 
the senate. Today, William C., 
Pelkey, chairman of the republican 
State central committee, announced 
he had advised the republican sena- 
tors to leave the state to escape 
“probable violence’ in the senate. 
Only one of them, Senator Harry A. 
Sanderson, of Johnston, appeared at 
the minority session and the where- 
abouts of his colleagues remained a 
mystery. 

Charges and counter-charges flew 
thick and fast during the day. Mr. 
Pelkey asserted that thugs and gun- 
men were circulating among senate 
spectators to the peril of republicans 
and by the connivance of democrats. 
Lieutenant Governor Toupin declared 
from the rostrum that Sheriff An- 
drews was guilty of treason and of 
malfeasance in permitting the arrest- 
ed republicans to leave his custody. 
Governor Flynn, a democrat, assailed 
the sheriff for disobeying Mr. Toupin 
and “fostering a spirit of lawless- 
ness.” .

First Picture 


Sent by Radio 


Paris, June 20.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The first photograph 
ever transmitted by radio was print- 
ed today in the Matin.. The picture, 
of General Gustav A. Ferrie, dires- 
tor of Eiffel tower wireless station, 
was an excellent one, but it bore sev- 
eral vertical smudges, which, how- 
ever, were easily eliminated by re- 
touching. The picture was sent by 
the process of Edouard Belin, inven- 
tor of the method for transmitting 
photograp*®s by wire. Although the 
details of the wireless method have 
not yet been disclosed, it is known 
that it is on the same principle as 
is used on the wires. 

M. Belin is filled with confidence 
that he can send wireless pictures 
across the Atlantic, and an attempt 
at such transmission between Paris 
and New York is to be tried within 
a few weeks by him in co-operation 
with the Matin. 

The first wireless picture sent br 
M. Belin was from Malmaizon, a 
few miles outside of Paris, to the 
Matin office. This was early Thurs- 
day morning and the experiment was 
so successful that M, Belin declared 
he was sure trans-Atlantic transmis- 
sion was quite practicable.

NEGRO PAYS PENALTY 


FOR BRUTAL MURDER 


Florence, Ariz., June 20.—William 
B. Ward, negro, was hanged at 
dawn this morning at the _ state 
prison ,here for the murder of Ted 
Grosh, Arizona university student. 

Ward was convicted of one of the 
most brutal murders ever perpetrated 
in the state, 

Grosh was slain on December 26, 
while riding in an automobile with 
Miss Maxine McNelly. Ward stopped 
their car, stepped on the running 
board and fired a bullet into the head 
of Grosh, killing him instantly. He 
then forced Miss McNelly from the 
car and to accompany him to an 
ubandoned mining tunnel, where he 
attacked her and fired two shots into 
her body. She eventually recovered 
‘and was a witness against Ward. 

After his conviction and confine- 
ment here, Ward tried to gain his 
freedom by attempting to kidnap and 
hold in his cell two women mission- 
aries who were calling on him. One 
of the women sustained severe in- 
juries as he attempted to foree her 
into his cell, there to be held until 
he was promised his freedom. Fellow 
convicts, attracted by the screams of 
the women, rushed to their rescue and 
were prevented from killing Ward 
only by the intervention of R. B. 
' Sims, superintendent. Ward was con- 
fined in the prison hospital for sev- 
eral days following his beating by the 
, convicts. - 
| Blame for his criminal career was 
laid by Ward on the white race, 
which he said, burned in his memory 
a hatred for Caucasians when he wit- 
nessed the burning at the stake of six 
negroes by a mob in Paris, Texas, 
several years ago. 

Ward spent his last days in a soli- 
tary cell and these were marked’ by 
his religious devotion... He read for 
hours daily from a Bible. 

The gallows trap was sprung at 
9:12 a. m., and Ward was pronounced 
dead after 14 minutes. Thirty min- 
utes later his body was buried in the 
prison burial grounds.

Chicago, June 20.—Another “kid- 
naping”’ letter, this time threatening 
Josephine Franks, sister of the kid- 
naped and slain Robert Franks, to 
which Nathan Leopold and Richard 
Loeb confessed, has been received by 
Chief Justice Caverly of the criminal 
court, it was learned today. 

_ The letter is regarded by Chief Jus- 

tice Caverly as the work of a crank. 
It was signed “George Johnson,” the 
name used in the ransom note sent 
by Leopold and Loeb. It is only 
one of 100 letters received by Chief 
Justice Caverly concerning the Franks 
case and was turned over to the po- 
lice with the others. 

Because the latest letter came so 
soon after a note threatening to kid- 
nap the son of Irving H. Hartman. 
wealthy furniture dealer, who has sent 
his two children to Baltimore, the po- 
lice believe a number of cranks and 
mischievous persons are spending their 
spare time writing such notes. 

The letter to Chief Justice Caverly 
was received three days ago and little 
or no attention has been paid to it. 


Present and Past 
Linked By Stars. 


Suppose someone were to stop you 
today and offer to take you back 70 
cr 80 centuries before the time of 
Tutankhamen; o let you see with 
your own eyes certain events of 10,- 
000 or 11,000 years ago—not repro- 
ductions of those events, nor relics of 
them, but the actual events them- 
celves? What do you think you would 
siy? 

You probably would think the sug- 
gestion absurd, and yet if the man 
who made it happened to be an as- 
tronomer with a_ telescope, he could 
fulfil everyone of his promises, writes 
Raymond J. Brown in the July issue 
of Popular Science Monthly. For if 
you care to see certain events that an- 
tedate the heginning of the Christian 
era by at least 8,000 years, it is 
necessary for you merely to go out 
of doors any clear night and look at 
the sky through a telescope. 

Here and there in the heavens the 
telsecope would disclose cloudy patches 
of light, and when you saw them 
you actually would be carried back 
at least 10,000 years. For. those 
cloudy patches are star clusters, con- 
tnrining tens of thousands of stars, 
some undoubtedly larger and brighter 
than our sun, but so far away from 
the earth that their light, traveling 
186,000 miles a second, requires 10,- 
QOU years to reach us! Which means 
that when you see that light, you ac- 
tnallly see something that left those 
stars thousands of years before the 
dawn of the oldest civilization that 
existed on earth! A perfect link be- 
tween the present and the past! 

Moreover, it ts only from _ star 
clusters that are relatively close to us 
that light reaches us in so short a 
time as 10,000 years. Astronomers 
estimate that the light from many of 
them does nt reach us in less than 
200,000 years, while only a few months 
ago there was discovered in the con- 
stellation Sagittarius a faint haze 
whose light is estimated to take 1.- 
000,000 vears in its journey to the 
vurth. This is by far. the most dis- 
fant object ever viewed by man, and 
vet astronomers say that it does nor 
merk the limits of the universe. They 
believe the universe to be without 
limits; that the sun is merely a tiny 
speck in a galaxy of between two 
Fillion and three billion similar suns 
that compose the Milky Way, and 
that there is an infinite number of 
similar galaxies, so widely separated 
from each other that each would, seem 
~mrely a tiny pinpoint of light if seen 
from the next.

In some sections of New Mexico the 
work of fighting the flames was ex- 
tremely hazardous, as heavy winds 
corried sparks long distances. One 
party, consisting of seven persons, 
found itself surrounded by a ring of 
fire for more than two hours, accord- 
ing to) a report reaching here. Two 
members of the volunteer fire-fighting 
force were badly burned. 

The little group had been seeking 
to check the progress of one of the 
worst fires by digging ditches and 
starting cross fires. A sudden shift 
in the wind changed the direction of 
the flames, so that the fire cut a circle 
around the group. By lying huddled 
in a ditch until the fire had burned 
out and passed on, those in the party 
escaped death. 

It was regarded as certain by those 
in charge of the fire fighting that im- 
mense tracts in the forests would he 
burned out. Only a change in the 
weather can save large areas of forest 
land, it was reported. 

The fire-fighting forces have been 
working against a handicap. because 
ihere has been little rain in the forest 
regions recently. Both trees and un- 
derbrush are dry. Up to Friday noon 
there had heen ten separate fires, but 
before nichtfall four new fires had 
started. No loss of life has been re- 
ported.

Tale of Discovery 
Of White Indians 
Is Branded Hoax 


— | 


Washington, June 20.—The “dis- 
covery” of a tribe of white Indians ip 
the jungles of Panama is a “shametul 
hoax.” 

So says Dr. Ales Herlicka, head of 
the division of anthropology at the 
National Museum here. He is one of 
the leading physical anthropologists 
of the world. 

“Tl am disgusted with the whole af- 
fair.’ Dr. Herlicka said, “The pub- 
lic should be warned. There is not 
a bit of scientific evidence to back 
up the claim. There can be none. If 
the expedition is bringing back white 
Indians they will be albinos.” 

A whole tribe of albinos, he said, 
would he impossible—and the claim 
is that a whole trihe has heen found. 

Dr. Herlicka explained that white 
Indians are by no means rare in some 
tribes. The Hopis, for instance, he 
said, continually produce white mem- 
bers, But such are pure Indians, he 
stated, 

“Thev could not easily be mistaken 
for white men. It is shameful that 
such a thing could be pur over on the 
public.” ‘

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BAHNSEN'S ORDER 


After an unsuecessful a:tempt tv 
arbitrate the dispute holding up ship- 
ment of the watermelon crop of Flor 
ida, because of an order iseued by 


Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veteri- 
narian of Georgia, preventing ship- 
ment through Georgia of melons whie 
they are bedded in pinestraw, Florida 
shippers and railroads haddling the 
shipments Friday afternoon carried a 
petition before udge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley, of the federal district court 
of northern Georgia, asking the court 
to enjoin the order of Dr Buahnsen. 
A hearing of the case was sett for Y 
o'clock this morning. __ 

The Atlantic Coast Line asked that 
Dr. Bahnsen be restrained from en- 
forcing his order and that he be for- 
bidden to seize shipments of melons 
made by them. — 

Florida officials told the court tbat 
6,000 standard melon’ carrier’ cars 
were necessary to move the present 
crop and that 1,000 cars had already 
been shipped. 

Order Issued June 18. 

The Atlantic Coast Line said that 
approximately one-half of the Florida 
melon crop will be shipped over its 
lines, that the season is at its height 
now and will soon come to a close 
They said that the first time they 
knew of the order of Dr. Bahnsen to 
stop cars passing through Georgia 
from Florida carrying melons im- 
bedded in pine straw was June 18. 

The complainants also declared that 
the order of the veterinarian had nut 
been approved by the commissioner of 
agriculture of Georgia, that it is void 
because it exceeds the power of Dr 
Bahnsen and is unjust and unreason- 
able because pine bedding is the best 
available for the present season, The 
complainants also declare that pine 
straw does not carry ticks or tick 
eggs, and that the cars in whieb the 
melons are loaded do not let. the pine 
Straw escape except at the doors. 

Dr. Balinsern’s order was bzesed on 
the contention that the pine straw 
used in packing the melona it- 
fested with cattle ticks and would ce 
infest the tick-free area ef Georgia 
if alléwed to be shipped te or pass 
through Georgia. The order affects 
practically the entire watermeion crop 
of Florida, ani if not enjoinee, Flor. 
ida shippers say, will hold up apprex- 
imately 6,000 carloads of melons that 
are available for shipment. 

Conference Unsuccessful. 

The decision to enter the federal 
courts came after an. unsuccessfu' 
conference Friday morning between 
Governor Hardee, of Florida: Robert 
C. Alston, attorney for the Atlantic 
Coast Line; R. C. Parker, attorney 
for the Seaboard Air Line: Nathan 
Mayo, commissioner of agriculture fcr 
Florida, and Dr. Bahnsen, and Gov- 
ernor Clifford Walker, who was im- 
portuned to lift the order. D1. Bahn- 
sen maintained his contention thet 
the order should not be lifted, and the 
conference failed to resu!t in a solu- 
tion of the problem. 

The fight was removed to Atlanta 
fullowing an unsuccessful conference 
in Jacksonville, Fla., Thursday after- 
100on between Governor Hardee, Dr. 
Kahnsen and counsel of the railroads 
on which the melons have been placed 
for shipment. 

Dr. Bahnsen’s statement, in sawhich 
he outlinés his position on the sub- 
ject, and his reason for imposing the 
embargo on shipments of Florida~iel- 
ons through Georgia follows: 

Statement of Bahnsen. 

“The Florida melon growers are 
disturbed over regulation No. 57 of 
tke Georgia department of agriculture, 
prohibiting the use of pine straw as 
bedding material in melon shipments 
from areas infested with and quaran- 
tined :wainst cattle fev-r tick infesta- 
tion. As might be expected, the gov- 
erner and other state house officials 
shared the melon growers’ interest. 

“Many wild rumors have been cir- 
culated to explain why this regulation 
should’ have been promulgated, and 
especially at this time. The real rea- 
son for promulgating this ‘regulation 
is recent reinfestation of the tick-free 
area throsgh infested pine straw used 
as bedding in watermcion shipment. 

“Georgia has nearly completed tick 
eradication at an expenditure of ap- 
rroximately $3,500,000, and naturally 
she does not want to encourage or per- 
mit reinfestation through carelessness 
or indifference on the part of her 
‘neighbors in the tick-infested areas, 
| “The question bas been asked, Why 
| basn’t the use of pine straw been 
prohibited long ago if it is likely to 
spread cattle fever tick infestation? 
| Discovery Recently Made. 

“Similar questions are appropriately 
avked in countless other human at- 
fuirs. Faulty systems are discarded 
it human progress because the light of 
human experjence shows the faultiness 
of the old system. 

“Twenty years ago spray pumps to 
control vegetable and fruit pests were 
more or less a curiosity; today every 
truck grower and orchardist recognizes 
them aS a necessary equipment, 

“Twenty years ago the government

“It was only during the present 
melon season that this department 
had confirmed the belief that pine 
straw thus used carried ticks into 
areas otherwise free of the cattle tick,” 
continued Dr. Bahnsen. :

Bahnsen, suddenly there is a new 
outbreak of cattle tick fever in an 
area that the tick eradication forces 
have earlier entirely cleaned up.~ 

The progress of the tick eradica- 
tion work in Georgia shows that the 
ticks have been entirely eliminated in 
all except three. counties. It is ex- 
pected that these counties will be de- 
clared free by the end of this sum- 
mer and, by the end of next year, the 
entire state, including the islands of 
the coast, will be free. | 

“Provided.” continued Dr. Bahnsen, 
“that there is no re-infestation 
throuzgh such circumstances as _ this 
Florida pine, straw, which we will 
do our ttmost to prevent.” 


FLORIDA THREATENS 
TO DISREGARD ORDER. 

Jacksonville, Fla., June 20.—Goev- 
ernor Cary A. Hardee today made 
public contents of a telegram he sent 
to Governor Clifford Walker, of Geor- 
gia, in which he declared that inas- 
inuch as. efforts have failed to have 
modified an order by Peter Bahnsen, 
Georgia veterinarian, to prevent ship- 
inent of wate-melons through Georgia 
embedded in straw, the order will be 
disregarded and the melons will be 
shipped. 

The telegram to Governor Walker 
from Governor Hardee follows: 

“Your state veterinarian refuses to 
modify order attempting to prevent 
melon cars through Georgia bedded 
In straw. He also arbitrarily © re- 
fuses to permit passage of cars even 
though we provide means whereby 
no straw can possibly escape. There 
could not possibly be any tick re- 
infestation. Federal bureau of ani- 
mal industry has advised your offi- 
cial very slight danger and has sug- 
gested to him that he modify order. 
Official advises that Washington has 
nothing to do with it. My wire to 
you of yesterday remains unanswered. 
This is to advise that we are going 
to disregard order of this veterinarian 
and Ship those cars. We cannot si- 
lently permit a great industry to be 
ruined through arbitrary act of your 
vetcrinarian. In that perfect comity 
that should exist between sovereign 
states, [ feel that you should direct 
revocation of order at once.” 


NO MELONS MOVING 
THROUGH VALDOSTA. 

Valdosta, Ga., June 20.—Inquiries 
this afternoon at division offices of 
beth railroads, Southern and Atlantie 
Coast Line, resulted in the statement 
that so far as they had been advised, 
no melons were moving out from Flor- 
ina packed in pine straw in violation 
of the embargo placed on such ship- 
ments by State Veterinarian Peter F. 
Bahnsen. 

This is despite the statement of 
Governor C. A. Hardee, of Florida, 
that he intended to order shipments to 


proceed after the refusal of Dr. Bahn- 
sen to modify his order, protecting the 
tick-free counties of Georgia from it- 
festation through Florida ticks being 
contained in the pine straw. 

it is understood here that some 
time ago, when Florida was preparing 
te» begin tick eradication in a number 
of counties, Dr. Bahnsen asked that 
the border counties be worked first in 
erder to protect the Georgig tick-free 
counties. It is reported that Florida 
officials replied that they were not in- 
terested in Georgia, and selected mid- 
dle counties for the work. Dr. Bahn- 
sen later issued his quarantine order 
twulding up Florida melon shipments, 
ond this brought a protest from the 
Fiorida authorities, to which Dr. 
tahnsen is quoted as replying that he 
was “not interested in Florida mel- 
ons.”

I have a friend who complains that 
shampooing her hair is such a bore 
that she would hate the once-in-three- 


I asked her 
about her variations and she laughed 
and said: “Oh, all the things you 
recommend in the column.” \ She has 
dark brown hair, with the loveliest 
coppery tinges in it here and there; 
consequently, she can use all sorts of 
shampoos with good effect. 

She uses tar water sometimes. That 
is, she takes a tablespoonful of ordi- 
nary tar, puts it into a glass jar and 
pours on it a quart of hot water. 
After a few days, she strains this off 
into a bottle, and rubs it into her 
scalp. This treatment she keeps up a 
week before the shampoo. She sham- 
poos sometimes with tar soap, some- 
times with the mixture of one part 
powdered henna, two parts powdered 
eastile, leaving the lather on for ten 
minutes. This accentuates the cop- 
pery tinges in her hair. Now and 
then she mixes a whole ounce of pow- 
dered henna with the hot water, to 
make a paste, coats hair and scalp 
quickly, leaves it on three minutes, 
shampoos it off with ecastile soap. 

In the summer when eggs are 
cheap, she gives herself egg sham- 
poos. As her hair is thick, she beats 
up two eggs, white and yoke together, 
rubs them well into the scalp and lets 
them dry in the sunshine. Then she 
shampoos with castile soap made into 
a liquid by adding hot water, rinses 
and dries the hair in the sun, spread- 
ing it out so the sun gets to every 
part of it. She uses the red wine and 
egg shampoo too, especially good for 
dark hair—claret (home made) one

Sinking Liner 


Races to Port 


A tter Collision 


St. John’s, N. F., June 20.—How a 
liner, half crippled and slowly sink- 
ing, raced against time with her 700 
through a blinding fog 
otf the Newfoundland coast—and 
won—was told after two batterea 


steamers found their way into this 
pert Jast night after colliding in the 
fog off Cape Race. 

The vessels were the Italian steam- 
er Clara Camus, which crept into 
port with her forward peak driven 
back to the forecastle winch by the 
force of the collision, and the Cana- 
dian Pacific liner Metagama, bearing 
700 passengers pound for Montreal 
from Glasgow. The Metagama, list- 
ing heavily to port with the inrush- 
ing water gaining on her pumps, was 
beached on a shoal in St. John’s har- 
bor. Both ships reported that loss of 
life had been averted in the crash, 
which stove in cabins on the Meta- 
gama, temporarily empty of occu- 
pants, 

Cool-headed -action on the part of 
the Metagama’s officers averted a 
panic among the passengers. Passen- 
gers praised captain, officers and sea- 
men for their handling of the situa- 
tion. Durning the long race one sea- 
man provided musie with a set of bag- 
pipes, the ship's string bands played 
continuous 
phonographs were pressed into serv- 
ice on the vessel’s piled decks to help 
maintain the courage of those aboard, 

Stories somewhat at variance were 
told by the crews of the two steam- 
ers. The crew of the Clara Camus, a 
4,400-ton vessel, said that their ship 
had been stopped, owing tuo the dense 
fog, when the crash occurred. Her 
forehold filled with water and she 
made for port. arriving at St. John's 
an hour ahead of the Metagama. 

According to the crew of the Meta- 
gama, she was running slowly throngh 
the fog about 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, sounding her whistle every min- 
ute, when another craft crashed inte 
her, then whistled thrice and backed 
away. 

The United States coast guard cut- 
ter Tampa and other craft were 
searching today for the three men 
who set out from the Metagama in a 
boat shortly after the collision in an 
effort to find a landing place. The 
fog was heavy at the time.

tive committee of the American Farm 
Bureau federation. 

Under the plan submitted, coopera- 
tive grain marketing organizations 
eventually would be accorded the trad- 
ing privileges of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. 

The corporation, 
consolidation under the proposed 
plan, would become “grower-owned, 
finaneed and controlled.” 

Five Firms Taken Over. 

The plan submitted to the farm bu- 
rean federation contemplates acquir- 
ing the mechanical and managerial 
facilities of the following firms: 

Armour Grain company, Rosenbaum 
Grain corporation, Bartlett, Frazier 
and company; Rosenbaum Brothers 
Grain corporation and the J. ©. Shaf- 
fer and company. 

“The: proposal. contemplates using 
the facilities of existing exchanges 
and operating in accordance with their 
estublished rules,” says the announce- 
ment of the farm bureau. 

The statement does not reveal by 

whom the plan was submitted. 
“Tt is understood that the tenta- 
tive plan has been presented to other 
farm organizations,” the farm bureau 
anrouncement said, 

A selected committee, headed by 
President O. E. Bradfute, of — the 
American farm bureau federation, has 
been appointed to examine the plan 
and shape the legal details of the mer- 
ger. The personnel of the committee 
probably will be announced within 
the next few weeks, and the report of 
the examiners will be ready for the 
entire farm bureau membership be- 
fore fall, aecordingt to the present 
plans of Mr. Bradfute. 

Method of Financing. 
_ Lhe financing of the consolidation 
ls expected to be cared for with the 
fueds which ordinarily make the “re- 
bate’ to the producer under ccopera- 
tive marketing systems. 

While the legal and financial de- 
tails of the plan were not made pub- 
lic by the federation, it was suggest- 
ed that the “rebates” might be divert- 
ed into a sinking fund for the amortt- 
zation of the consolidation debentures 
stocks and bonds. 

Details of financing reaching to 
many millions of dollars will make the 
chief demands upon the efforts of the 
committee, in the view of those who 
have followed the trend of recent ne- 
gotiations in the grain trade.

_ Colonel Lawton declared that there 
is much Of common interest between 
the manufacturers, railroads and the 
st#te, stressing the fact that the close 
relations between the three makes 
the prosperity of the one closely al- 
lied with the others. He commented 
on the fact that it is not to the in- 
terest of the railroads to make their 
rates too high or too low because. in 
the first instance, the railroads ‘kill 
business and in the second instance 
the public kills the railroads. * 

Colonel Lawton spoke of the diff!- 
culty of carriers obtaining new capi. 
tal at reasonzble rates of interest 
Stating that it is impossible to yet 
capital by the issuance of new stock 
it being necessary to borrow money on 
bonds ut rates of interest which years 
me would have seemed impossible to 

ay. 
that all improvements made bv the 
railroads are of vastly more benefit 
to the public than they are to the cur- 
riers. Increased earnings, he said, 
which go beyond 6 per cent are takea 
by the government. 

Mr. Stanley discussed the working 
of the compensation act curing the 
three years that it has been in effect. 
He stated that the work of the in- 
dustrial commission is growing rapid- 
ly, there being 14,000 accidents report- 
ed during the first year, 17,900 during 
the second year and 22,000 during 
the third year which was 1923. 

He advocated certaim amendments 
to the workmen’s compensation act, 
chief among taem being the reduction 
of the minimum number of workmeas 
required to make the plant come un- 
der the act from ten to five.

PROGRESS, REPORT 


Georgia's crops, for the most part, 
have made favorable progress during 
the last two weeks, according to a 
report today by the Georgia Co- 
operative Crop-Keporting Service. In 
some localities, however, the report 
states, rains have been too frequept, 
delaying cultivation and causing ex- 
cess growth of grass.- Most of these 
reports of unfavorable weather eman- 
ate from north central counties and 
localities near the Alabama _ state 
line, west of Newnan and Green- 
ville, the report says. 

Cotton fields are in a good state 
of cultivation in the southern portion 
of the state, according to the report, 
and hot weather prevailing has bene- 
fited the crop considerably. Lice have 
about disappeared. from the plants 
and stands are good, while the pres- 
ence of the weevil is less than last 
year, indicating a material increase in 
the employment of poison. Chopping 
is in progress in northern Georgia, 
hindered to some extent in a few sec- 
tions by excess showers. 

Corn is making good growth in the 
southern half of the state, the report 
says, but the crop is in need of cul- 
tivation in parts of northern Georgia 
where it is rather backward, al- 
though fair progress is being made as. 
a whole. 

The tobacco crop, the report con- 
tinues, is unusually good, and a 
splendid yield and quality is_ ¢x- 
pected. A small quantity has been 
harvested. 

The beginning of the peach season 
finds morement of the “Uneeda”’ crop 
about over. This fruit, the report as- 
serts, was e@mall and demand and 
prices only fair. Early Carmens are 
beginning to move with size and 
prices somgwhat better. T®e crop is 
being graded closely and most of the 
shipments are subjected to govern- 
ment inspection at the shipping point. 

Prospects for the apple crop are ex- 
cellent, according to the report, in- 
dications auguring well for one of 
the largest crops in several years. 
Watermelons and cantaloupes have 
suffered very little damage from an- 
thracnose so far, and no statistics 
are available as to the shipments to 
date, but a fair yield is anticipated. 

Peanuts are gatting a much better 
start than last season in the old com- 
mercial area of south Georgia, but 
there are many complaints of grass 
in the new picdmont territory.

Bullish demonstrations in the 
American Water Works issues was 
one of the day’s features, the com- 
mon being run up 11 3-4 points to a 
new peak for the year at S8 1-2 and 
then slipping back to 85 1-2. The 6 
per cent preferred closed 7 3-2 points 
higher at 94 after having touched 
95 3-4. West Pennsylvznia Power, 
a subsidiary, closed at 69 1-4 for a 
net gain of 3 3-4 points. 

Recent accumulation of the public 
utilities hus been based on a progres- 
sive increase in earnings by most of 
the larger companies.
